The Scully estate comprises the rich- 
est farming lands of the sections men- 
tioned, and represents the accumula- 
tions of fifty years of the life of the 
dead owner, who was the richest 
farmer in the richest agricultural sec- 
tion of the world. 

William Scully came to this country 
shortly after the close of the Mexican 
War. Much of the land was acquired 
through purchase of land scrip given 
to the veterans of that war.

Still in “The East End” | 
saloon at First and Alma streets two 
big machines are in daily operation. 
The place is Heated along a very busy 
thoroughfare, and no pretense of se- 
crecy is made. But two frail swing- | 
ing doors bar the gaze of the pedes- | 
trian from the two machines placed | 
directly facing the bar. 
chines are made as one, and on one 
side nickels are used, while the other 
side takes 25 cent pieces.

It is 
planned to “pull off” the race next 
year, and in all probability there will 
be a large number of starters. This 
will naturally give a great impetus to 
ballooning -in this country. The art

stimulus, for it has already attained 
to great popularity in the United
